In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An inten/iew does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.11 1. 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

The on/off states that the Examiner cites relate only to 
the various switches of Saegusa, not to the camera body or 
the accessory itself. 

Saegusa does not teach the MCU 10 having the ability to 
control functions of the data back and vice versa. There 
only mention of a demand signal. 

Saegusa 's specification does not disclose a second 
communication means or a third communication means. 
Examiner shows no support for the contention that second 
communication means in the specification provides for the 
automatic detection of the attachment or removal of an 
accessory. Saegusa never discusses the ability to detect an 
accessory at all, much less when the camera body state is 



off. 
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
